In a surprise action, the 
Greenbelt City Council connected 
assistance in getting a new post 
office site with the acquisition of 
parkland in Greenbelt East. At 
its Monday, February 12 regular 
council meeting, council agreed 
to sign an agreement with 
Peterson Companies about two 
parcels of land it owns. The city 
will acquire the ten acre Sunrise 
property and will move to con- 
demn the parcel of land at the 
corner of Hanover Parkway and 
Ora Glen Drive so a post office 
could be built on that parcel. 

Council also discussed the 
lease agreement for artist studios 
in the Community Center and 
various housekeeping items. 

Post Office 

Council moved quickly with 
almost no discussion on the issue 
of a post office in Greenbelt 
East. About the only discussion 
on the issue was an explanation 
by the city attorney Robert 
Manzi. Council then approved a 
memorandum of understanding 
with property owners the Peterson 
Companies. and authorized con- 
demnation procedures to begin. 

Council has long sought a 
postal facility in Greenbelt East. 
The Peterson Companies are 
willing to have a post office built 
on the property and has a con- 
tract with the postal service. 

A former owner of the prop- 
erty unilaterally placed a cov- 
enant on the parcel limiting de- 
velopment to an office building. 


Earlier the city, postal service, 
and the current owner tried to re- 
move the restriction in court. 

The city will now start con- 
demnation proceedings to acquire 
the parcel. This will involve a 
jury trial. As of February 20, 
the city had yet to begin action 
on the matter. 

Also as part of the agreement, 
the city will be reimbursed 
$100,000 for a traffic light that 
was installed at the intersection 
of Hanover Parkway and Ora 
Glen Drive arid up to $10,000 in 
legal costs. 

Sunrise v3 

In the other part of the dea 
council agreed to purchase the 
Sunrise property. The agreement 
calls for the city to purchase the 
Sunrise property after the con- 
demnation issue on the other par- 
cel of land is completed. The 
purchase price agreed to is 
$624,000. This price tag is 
lower than a recent appraisal 
done for the city. Sunrise is lo- 
cated between the Capital 
Beltway, the Holiday Inn, 
Greenway Village, and the dog 
park.. This ten acre parcel of 
land will become city parkland. 

There is a history of develop- 
ment proposals for Sunrise. The 
city had raised objections to each 
of them because of the impact 
on the surrounding neighbor- 
hoods, such as increased traffic. 

In the late 1980’s a six build- 
ing complex containing 470 
apartment units was proposed. 
Then a two-tower, 11-story high

rise complex with 657 apartment 
units was proposed. The zoning 
of the land was changed in 
1990, calling for less dense de- 
velopment on the site. In 1995 
two four-story apartment build- 
ings were proposed consisting of 
118 units for seniors and 116 
two-bedroom units. 
Studio Rental 

The Department of Recreation 
has slightly changed the guide- 
lines for the Artist in Residence 
Program, which is the rental of 
rooms as artist studios in the 
Community Center. Since the 
department had planned to an- 
nounce in late February a call 
for those interested in studio 
space in fiscal year 2002, it was 
requested that at this meeting the 
city council approve the revised 
guidelines. Councilmember Tho- 
mas White asked that interested 
groups, such as the Arts Advi- 
sory Board, be given more time 
to review the changes, so coun- 
cil action was postponed until a 
later meeting. 

Changes include using the stu- 
dio space at least 30 hours a 
month, undertaking one creative 
community service project a year 
in conjunction with special events 
sponsored by the Department of 
Recreation such as the Labor Day 
Festival, and expanding eligibility 
to all residents of Maryland. 

Miscellaneous 

The police substation will 
continue to be in the Windsor 
Green- Community Center. The

Anacostia Trails Heritage Area 
Seeks to Increase Tourism

A representative from 
Anacostia Trails Heritage Area, 
Inc.. updated the Greenbelt City 
Council on plans for improving 
the heritage attractions in 
Greenbelt and the surrounding ar- 
eas at the February 12 regular 
meeting. Patricia Parker, execu- 
tive director of the Heritage Area, 
described a detailed plan for the 
“target investment zones” that the 
organization will focus on devel- 
oping. 

Parker named eight possible 
target investment zones, including 
Greenbelt, College Park and Lau- 
rel, the organization plans to en- 
hance as heritage tourist attrac- 
tions. Improvements would in- 
clude visitor kiosks, visitor cen- 
ters and storefront displays. 
Parker also said that “main street 
development” in these cities is a 
priority. If Greenbelt is chosen, 
“developing a mall market” 
would be one of the main goals 
for the city. 

The Anacostia Trails Heritage 
Area consists of the large area 
bordering Washington, D.C. near 
Bladensburg and continuing 
northeast in Prince George’s 
County to the Patuxent River in 
Laurel. A heritage area describes 


a region united by a common his- 
tory. . . 

Anacostia Trails was selected 
by the Maryland Heritage Areas 
Authority because of its shared 
history of colonial settlement, ag- 
riculturé, transportation innova- 
tions and small towns. The 
Maryland Heritage Areas Author- 
ity was created in 1996 to aid 
heritage tourism by finding 
grants, loans and tax credits for 
local economic development and 
capital improvement projects. 

Recycling Resolution 

A resolution was introduced 
for first reading that would in- 
crease the fee from $18 to $20 
per year for residents who receive 
refuse collection from another 
provider but receive city recycling 
pickgup. 

Audit Services 

Council has decided to con- 
duct a competitive bid for finan- 
cial auditing services for the fis- 
cal year 2001 audit. For eight 
years the city has retained the 
services of McGladrey Pullen, 
formerly Keller Bruner, and for 
the last five years has not held a 
competitive bid. 

_ State Legislation 

Six General Assembly bills 

and one proposed bill were pre- 


sented for council’s consideration. 
Council agreed to support Senate 
Bills 77, 149, 39 and 420, which 
would, respectively, allow coun- 
ties and municipalities to act as 
aggregators for the purchase of 
electricity; give condominium or 
homeowners associations a lien 
priority in a foreclosure situation 
that would ensure -they. could re- 
cover unpaid fees or dues when a 
property is foreclosed; make it il- 
legal to threaten appointed offi- 
cials like code and law enforce- 
ment personnel; and create a 
grant program. for municipalities, 
counties and other non-profit 
groups that conduct pedestrian 
safety programs. 

Council also agreed to support 
House Bill 406 requiring that pri- 
vate group homes provide written 
notice to law enforcement agen- 
cies and schools as part of the 
application process; House Bill 
691, which would allow munici- 
palities to establish “Arts and En- 
tertainment” districts and provide 
certain tax benefits to these areas; 
and a proposed “speed camera” 
bill that would allow for the use 
of cameras to take pictures of ve- 


hicles committing speeding viola- 


tions so that citations could be 
mailed to the vehicles’ owners.

This Coun- 
cil Members Chautauqua will 
feature speakers from councils 
past and present. The guest 
speakers will include Robert T. 
Bonham, served 1949-1951; 
Steve L. Comings, served 1949- 
1953; Robert Hurst, served 1953- 
1957; Alan Kistler, served 1955- 
1961 (mayor 1959-1961); Bruce 
L. Bowman, served 1959-1961; 
Richard Castaldi, served 1973- 
1983 (mayor 1981-1983); Robert 
C. Zugby, served 1981-1983; 
Antoinette Bram, served 1983- 
1997 (mayor 1993-1997); Rodney 
Roberts, served 1991-; and Alan 
Turnbull, served 1997 —. 

Greenbelt was the first city in 
the state of Maryland to have a 
council/manager form of govern- 
ment. Over the past six decades, 
the city has experienced much 
change. This Chautauqua will 


focus on the issues that shaped 
our city over the decades as re- 
called by the council members. 
The discussion will be moder- 
ated by former city manager 
James K: Giese, served 1962 - 
1991. A reception will follow. 

Greenbelt was designated a 
White House Millennium Com- 
munity in 2000. At the start of 
this new millennium, the city is 
encouraging its citizens. to be- 
come reacquainted with their 
city. During 2001, the city will 
be sponsoring 10 “passport 
events” throughout Greenbelt.

Beauchamp Authors Entry 
In Roosevelt Encyclopedia

“You gain strength, courage, 
and confidence by every experi- 
ence in which you really stop to 
look fear in the face... You must 
do the thing you think you can- 
not do.” 

These words by Eleanor 
Roosevelt may lack the pithiness 
of her husband’s, “The only thing 
we have to fear is fear itself;’ but 
they do convey the weight of her 
own hard-won experience. The 
wife of Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt lost her parents at an 
early age, was painfully gawky, 
plain, and shy and endured an 
unfaithful spouse and a tyrannical 
mother-in-law who lived next 
door. She bore a large brood of 
children, though she hadn’t much 
talent for motherhood. 

Roosevelt also became one of 
the most famous women in the 
world, not just because she was 
America’s First Lady longer than 
anyone else (FDR was elected 
President four times), but because 
of her own achievements as dip- 
lomat, journalist, political activist, 
educator, and crusader for human 
rights. In her day she was as 
much of a lightning rod for. pas- 
sionate opinions, pro and con, as 
Hillary Rodham Clinton is today. 
To Republicans. she was anath- 
ema, as was her husband, but, 
when I was a child, many work- 
ing people who had suffered dur- 
ing the Depression, my mother 
among them, absolutely wor- 
shipped her. 

New Encyclopedia | 

Eleanor Roosevelt took a per- 
interest in the three 
Greenbelt Towns created during 
her husband’s administration, es- 
pecially Greenbelt, Maryland. 
Her relationship with Greenbelt is 
detailed in an entry in the newly 
published one-volume “Eleanor 


Roosevelt Encyclopedia,” edited 
by Maurine H. Beasley of the 
University of Maryland, Holly C. 
Shulman, and Henry R. Beasley, 
and published by Greenwood 
Press. Entries ranging from 
“Addams, Jane” to “Zionism” 
cover every facet of the life of 
the First Lady, including her con- 
troversial, affectionate relationship 
with Lorena Hickock. These 
were contributed by scholars in 
the field, and the book’ should 
prove indispensable to Eleanor 
Roosevelt buffs as well as anyone 
interested in the history of the 
New Deal period. 

The “Greenbelt Towns” entry 
was written by Virginia 
Beauchamp, author and professor 
emeritus at the University of 
Maryland, who is a longtime staff 
member of the Greenbelt News 
Review. During a conversation 
some years ago with. the 
encyclopedia’s senior author, 
Beauchamp remarked that Beasley 
ought to include an entry on the 
planned towns. Beasley replied, 
“Fine. Why don’t you write it?” 
So she did. 

Visits to Greenbelt 

According to Beauchamp’s en- 
cyclopedia article, Eleanor 
Roosevelt visited Greenbelt a 
number of times, often dropping

mix of local folks. Sometimes 
I see David Mamet, the play- 
wright, there. I say hello and 
then go to my own table. He 


looks as if he isn’t doing any-— 


thing except waiting for his ham- 
burger, but I know better. 

Cafés are sacred spaces 
where, for the price of a cup of 
coffee, we can be with other 
people and yet alone. Conversa- 
tion is possible, but we don’t 
have to talk if we don’t want to. 
Cafés invite us to satisfy our ba- 
sic needs for food, drink, rest, 
and a little sociability. 

Rescue Fantasies 

The appeal of the New Deal 
Café for me was somewhat spe- 
cial, though. True, the coffee is 
good and the French breads are 
crusty, chewy, toothsome — oh, 
don’t get me started — after all, 
I’m what someone recently 
called “weight-impaired.” The 
insidious part was that the café 
roused my rescue fantasies. 
Could I do something to help 
keep it from closing? 

I hadn’t been planning to get 
involved. Not at all. My volun- 
teering days were done. I was 
old enough to take an honorable 
retirement. But I’d forgotten that 
volunteering can be a lot of fun. 
Before I knew it, I was doing a 
little this and that with this one 
and that one. 

I wasn’t the only volunteer. 
The café seemed to be bursting 
with new energy. People kept 
dropping by and asking how they 
could help. A fund drive kicked 
off, to pay down the debt. A 
benefit concert series was about

How caring! Our local Giant 
Food store is starting a Diabetes 
Club for BonusCard members 
(GNR 2/15). 

Giant collects personal infor- 
mation when the BonusCard is 
applied for, then monitors pur- 
chases after that. Think about it 
for a moment — think about 
various combinations of pur- 
chases you have made and how 
investigative. agencies could draw 
conclusions about your private 
life. I have learned of no reason 
to believe that Giant Food would 
be more trustworthy than any 
other handler of our personal in- 
formation. 

Also I have seen another mar- 
keting practice that has eroded. 
my trust in Giant Food. They 
display tobacco products that are 
at pants pocket level to 6-year- 
olds. I have seen children steal 
these products, and have com- 
plained to the store about this, 
but they made no change. 
Neighboring counties (Howard, 
Montgomery) have legislation in 
process to ban such display of 
tobacco products. 

My challenge to Giant is to 


gain my trust by creating proper 


display of tobacco products be- 
fore they are forced by county/ 
state law to do so. That would 
suggest trustworthiness to me and 
might make the BonusCard con- 
cept seem slightly safer.

The very first signs of 
upcoming spring can now be 
seen. Near the post office a row 
of shrubs are in bloom. They are 
a witch hazel variety called 
“Arnold’s Promise.” The flower- 
ing cherry trees between the Co- 
op supermarket and the dry clean- 
ers are blooming. This variety, 
“autumnalis,” blooms in the fall 
and the spring. It does not have 
much need for the chilling effect 
of winter that many flowering 
plants require. 

These plants show that in plan- 
ning the garden, a few early 
blooming plants placed in the 
yard can really add life to the dull 
late winter days. 

Also early crocuses (species) 
and snowdrops are beginning to 
bloom.

New Deal Benefit Attracts Enthusiastic Crowd

The grandparents admitted that 
they looked a little incongruous 
listening to an edgy young rock 
band blast high decibel songs on 
Saturday night.
